STORKECREAIES A SENSATION 15 
THE ASS1MBLY. 


Correspondence of an Interesting 
Nature Among Prison 
Authorities. 


There was a lively scene in !he Assembly yes­ 
terday during th e consideration of the resolu­ 
tion in regard to an investigation into the m an­ 
agem ent o f th e .State Prison at Folsom, w hen 
Storke, o f S anta Barbara, read a num ber of ex ­ 
tracts from letters alleged to have passed be­ 
tw een certain State Prison officials. These let­ 
ters are supposed to have been stolen front a 
desk in the W arden’s cffice, by a convict, and 
turnt d over to Captain G. W. Thomas, who, it is 
alleged, attem pted to sell them to different 
new spapers in San Francisco. 
How copies of 
them cam e into th e possession of Storke is not 
know n, but the latter had a copy of a com plaint 
in an action brought in M arin couuty, eutitled, 
‘•Benjamin Cham bers 
vs. G. \V. Thom as.” 
The com plaint recites th a t on or about th6 1st 
day o f December, 1888, plaintiff was the ow ner 
and in possession of a lot of private correspond­ 
ence—consisting of sixty or eighty letters w rit­ 
ten by John McComb and addressed to plaintiff; 
¡rom two to five w ritten by John McContb, Jr.. 
and another lot w ritten and signed by J. J. 
SQrivner; th a t these letters were kept iu a 
locked draw er iu plaintiff’s office at San Q uen­ 
tin; th a t they were stolen by John Doe and de­ 
livered to defendant, who knew thev had been 
.tolen when he received them : th at’on or about 
Jauuary 1,1889, plaintiff dem anded of defend- 
au t ihe letters, and th e return thereoi was re­ 
fused. 
P laintiff alleges th a t the letters and corre- 
spoudeuce are of a private and confideutial 
nature, and of peculiar and special value to the 
plaintiff, w hich cannot be estim ated or com pen­ 
sated by m oney, and ú would be impossible to 
ascertain or determ ine the dam ages w hich 
plaintiff would sustain by the lossot said letters. 
P laintiff further alleges th at d tfendaut has 
had copies m ade of th e letters aud is attem pt­ 
ing to secure th eir publication in various news­ 
papers. 
P laintiff prays th a t defendant m ay be re­ 
strained from m aking public, iu auy way, any 
o f the contents ot tn e letters. 
THE STARTLING LETTERS. 
Following are th e letters read by Storke du r­ 
ing his speech. The m atter contained io brack­ 
ets was inserted by the person who copied the 
letters, and serve u explain things th at would 
otherw ise be ooscure. 
From oue of them it 
would appear th a t they w ere copied bv c aptain 
Thom as. 
SCKIVSF.U’S I.AM US. 
The first letter is from Pris n D irector Scriv- 
ner, aud addressed to Captain Chambers. It is 
as follow s: 
“Sacramento, Januaty 31,18SS. 
“Captain—So far i have not troubled you at 
all an ut places, although you have ofteu told 
me voluntarily th a t I should have my snare of 
th e patronage, aud I have no doubt but such is 
your intention. I have been liold.ng everybody 
off. but I c a n t do it m uch longer w ithout losing 
caste am ong toe boys, w hich I can’t afford to 
do, unless I know th at business of m in t was 
going and then I could do som ething for the 
boys in a different direction. But it seems that 
that businets is gom g to hang rite indefinitely, 
and 1 will have to ask you to do som ething to 
ea*c up the pressure, 
ih e only personal favor 
I have asked so far was th at Gooch be taken 
care of. A though I w anted him to have a bet­ 
ter placo th an a guard’s pay, yet I have all the 
tim e thought you were doing the very best you 
could, and th at is all I asked. Now, out of some 
tw enty ap p lican t, of m y acquaintance who 
have appealed to m e personally in such a wav 
th a t 1 scarcely know w hat to say, there are ii 
few liat I m ust help. Charley [Aull] has agreed 
to take care of three or lour, and if you will slip 
in five or six guards it will help me' cut, aud I 
w ill craw l out of the rest in some way. I don’t 
m ean to put them all ou at once, but say ouce a 
week till I get relieved of the m ost pressing 
eases. You can see a t a glance th a t it ia ruinous 
to sit here aud do nothing, and there are some 
eight or ten th at I really prom ised to look after, i 
w hich I was certainly justified iu doing, l.et 
me know w heu I can begin to slip them over, 
and size of a cargo you will accept at a tim e. 
H elp m e out, Beo, all you can. 
I have stood 
tliw boys off as long as i pos ibly can. 
Why 
don’t ibe G eneral put his work iu for m e? I 
can do considerable in th at direction if he or 
som ebody else wouid start the m atter w ith the 
rignt party, th e (icrson he agreed to see. Yours, 
in haste. 
J. J. Sc r iv n e r ” 
LITTRELL WAS “ THOROUGHt.Y COMMITTED.” 
T he second was also from Scrivner and was as 
follow s; 
“ Sa n F rancisco M ay tó, 1888. 
“ Dear Ben—I.uttieil cam e buck Ibis momiDg 
feeling first rate. 
He is so thoroughly ccm rn t- 
ted that I have no .'ear ot his kicking over the 
traces again soon. 
1 h u t was a magnificent, 
schem e we concocted to form a syndicate, aud 
worked to a charm . 
H aven’t seen Sountag. but 
from w hat L uttreil teds m e, his enthu-iasm 
grows as it gets o lo tr. The idea of m aking him 
the leader did the business. 
You ought to ex­ 
plain th at little racket to the G eneral. It is too 
good to keep from him . 
■‘Now for the m ain business. Glllis fcasn t 
been iu and I suppose will not be to-duv. 
Have 
been looking for him all day. 1 ih iu k the Idea 
you suggested of putting in some of our reserve 
forces a good one. 
We m ust not lit the battle 
lag. 
If we do it will get stale and hard to move. 
Delays are alw ays dangerous aud tend to m ake 
your com bina' ons disjointed, and very m uch 
w eaken th e effort. So let us tiring up some of 
the re-erves and nut them In line.

The next read were extracts from tetters pur­ 
porting to have been w ritten by McComb to 
” My Dear C aptain.” They are as iollow-s : 
I w ant to get aw ay on the Piaeerville excur­ 
sion, if possible, and to have a talk w ith the 
Governor. How w ill this ntl'ect your proposed 
agreem ent w ith L uttn II and S crh n -i ? I had a 
whole lot to say to you, but yon w ould not give 
m e a chance. I sent word to Buckley th a t \o u 
had tried to sec him . 
* * * The G overnor is 
indignant about; the sale of bags ordered by the 
Bour.i. end w ill probably m ake som ething of a 
fuss. 
I have w ritten to Buckley about tne te- 
qucst of Senator McDonald to nam e a m an in 
Mooney’s place. 
“ A pril 1,1?S8—T h e ju te m ill has n o t strn e k 
h ig h -w a te r rnaik yet, iu th e p ro d u ct o f a sin g le 
d ay . tho u g h w e a re g e ttin g c re d it for it in th e 
paper*. T he n ig h t s h i’t, so ta r, show ? u p h alf 
resu lts. We h av e set th e pegs for 1,400 p e r day 
but w e h av e h o v ered a ro u u d 1.000 p e r day in stead

U kio* charges. 
Hut the appointm ent of extra officers will 
sim ply increase public outlay and conse­ 
quently augm ent the m unicipal taxation; 
it is sim ply hacking at 
the branches 
ir,s:ead of laying the ax at the root of the 
ev 1. 
Regulate the deadfalls by a license 
som ew hat com m ensurate w ith the expense 
to the citv they create, in the hope that 
tl cy will be compelled to quit business. 
Instead of taking $5 a m onth from them , let 
us follow the exam ple of Los Angeles and 
8 a ti Diego and m ake it $50 a m onth, or of 
T ita n ia and Sutter, and m ake it $100 a 
m onth. 
The decent saloon will pay, the 
di adfalls will put up their shutters. 
Still, 
if ;bey m anage to hold out, it m ust be re- 
q i.in d , by ordinance, that they “shut up 
shop” eatiy in the night, that the police 
rosy be able to patrol the extended beats, 
ins ead of watchiDg about the dens for the 
nightly sw arm ing of thieves and thugs. 
I. is sim ply sham eful that this city 
should have 300 drinkiDg places, one to 
ev.r twelve supporters, and collect no more 
than $13,000 annually from the bars for 
paym ent of expenses of city governm ent 
M ulch are so largely due to the sale of 
liqu rrs. Sacram ento ought to have as m uch 
revenue from bars, proportionaliy, as P h ila­ 
delphia and Chicago, Los Angeles, San 
Diego and the towns and cities of Pennsyl­ 
vania and Illinois wbare practical experi­ 
ence has proven ,ue virtue of the plan. 
T he dens should be shut up and the gam ­ 
bling holes sealed up, the vagrants, high­ 
w aym en and roughs run out of town.

A Lively K ick From th© Fisherm en on 
th e 8acram ento. 
The Benicia New Era of last Saturday 
contains the following : 
“A delegation of 
fishermen from this city went up to Sacra­ 
m ento on W ednesday last to consnlt with 
our representatives in regard to the fish 
laws. The Committee on Fish and Game 
have before them a large num ber of bills 
affecting the fishing industry, one of which 
is intended to lengthen the close season. 
The fishermen do not object to the exten­ 
sion of the ciose season, but are, on the con­ 
trary, in favor of such a measure, and claim 
that as they are interested to the extent 
that their daily bread is dependent on their 
vocation they should be consulted in re­ 
gard to the m atter. The law as it now 
stands m akes the close season from Sep­ 
tem ber 1st to October 1st, and the contem­ 
plated change Í6 from August 15th to Octo­ 
ber 1st, an extension of fifteen days. 
The 
fishermen, who, we have no doubt, are 
honest in the m atter, desire that the season 
be from September loth to November 1st, 
giving as a reason that heretofore, and as 
proposed by a bill now in the Assembly, 
the season opens too early, aud ti at prior 
to November 1st the fish are full of spawn 
and are not fit for food, being soft and un­ 
palatable. Judging from what we know of 
the matter, and also from w hat we have 
been repeatedly told by the fishermen, we 
are of the opinion that’ the claims of the 
fishermen are correct, acd it seems reason* 
able in view of Ihe fact that they are quite 
willing to have the close season extended. 
“ There is In the neighborhood of 2,000 
men engaged iu fishing on the Sacramento 
jiver and the straits and bays between 
here and San Francisco, and they ail seem 
to be as m uch in favor of protecting the 
salmon during tbe close season as any one, 
and even more so than those appointed by 
the State, judging from tbe testimony given 
before the cim m iuee at Sacram ento W ed­ 
nesday, in which it was asserted that an 
ex-President of the Fi-h Commission him ­ 
self kept several b ats’ trew s actively en- 
gaaed during tbe close season slaughtering 
salmon, and that during the last close 
season tons of fish were killed daily. 
The 
legi.-lators aud Fish Commissioners know 
nothing w hatever of the matter. Then iu 
the nam e of common sense iet them listen 
to those who do, and give the fishermen a 
proper law, which they will be bound to re­ 
spect aud obey.”

GOOD NEWS. 


T he R eclam ation o f Grand Island, Siera- 
m ento County, an Assured F act. 
Since i860 nothing has been done on Grand 
Island in the way of reclamation owing to diffi­ 
culties in collecting back taxes. The resident 
fanners have for years expressed themselves as 
willing to keep their levees up to any required 
standard at their own expense if Messrs. Will­ 
iam s & Bixler. of San Francisco, would do like­ 
wise on their own lauds. T hislody of land. 
comprising nearly 16,000 acres within the levees, 
lies between Steamboat Slough and Old River, 
commencing just below Couriland and running 
nearly to Rio V ista. It already lira agood levee 
on more than half its frontage, and only re­ 
quires strena'.heuing along the lower part ot 
Steamboat Slough, the cross levee and up Old 
river a short di tance. With a substantial levee, 
for which there is plenty of the best material on 
hand, it would be one ot the most valuable 
bodies of land in the State for fruit, dairy, grain 
or vegetables, and add m aterially to the wealth 
of Sacramento county. A meeting of all the land­ 
owners was held at Mr. Hall’s residence Wednes­ 
day, February isih, toarrangetow aruscom iugto 
some understanding, and lhe result was that 
every land-owner haviug frontage on the rivers 
has signed an agreement to bu Id his levee to 
the required hight, giving it a slope of three 
feet to one on the inside, and where the most 
dangerous points are (on Williams & H iller's 
lauds), the levee is to t e two ieet higher than 
the flood of 1881, from Beaver slough down and 
up Old river. Tbe work is to be finished by 
October], 1889, and will be done with dredgers 
and scrapers. J. W. Ferris, of Stockton, is to do 
the work on Williams A Bixler's laud, and it is 
rumored that for compensation he is to get one- 
h alf the firm s interest ou the island—some 
5,000 acres. Surveys have already been made, 
and the work may be said to have commenced. 
In addition to the levee being constructed, ar­ 
rangements have also been made for drainage, 
so that the coming year ot 1890 mav find the 
greater portion of this fertile tract in ouitivation. 
The settler 
rh e settlers have cause for congratulation that 
this vexed question has been amicably settled. 
One crop will more than pay any expense they 
may be subjected to on account of the proposed 


been given by all to do the work required w ith­ 
in the proposed time. A movement will also be 
started to have a steamer landing established 
on the island between W alnut Grove and Islctou, 
and a terry at isleton would also be a great con­ 
venience. These and other improvements will

G overnor W aterm an E xercises H is Pow er 
on Two Convicts. 
'The Governor on yesterday pardoned Harry 
C. Atkins, convicted in Los Angeles county Jan­ 
uary 11, 1886, ol burglary in the first degree, and 
sentenced to imprisonment for six years. 
Atkins' pardon is granted upon the represen­ 
tation of Governor J. B. Foraker of Ohio, who 
informs Governor Waterman by letter that the 
parents of young Atkins are people of nigh 
standing so. inlly and otherwise in his State, and 
th at the young man, previous to his departure 
from home, bjre au excellent reputation. He 
has served, wiih his erediis. four years of his 
term, and aocording to the Warden's report ap- 
S 
'ars to be fully repentant for his evil-doing, 
e is pardoned on the condition that he leave 
this State immediately upon his release, never 
to return, and a disobedience of this condition 
will work a revocation of the pardon. 
Governor Waterman has aiso pardoned Kd- 
ward Williams, convicted on July l, 1880. in San 
irancK eo. for m urder in the first degtee aud 
sentenced to Ufe in prisonment. 
The case of Williams is a peculiarly sad one. 
He was unfortunate in allowing a woman of 
low morals to inveigle him into marriage, who 
from the day of the.r union deceived and sys­ 
tematically robbed him. The poor fellow, in­ 
stead of repudiating his wife upon the first dis­ 
covery of l.er perfidy. S'.i 1 continued to live 
with her, hoping that he might be able to in­ 
duce her to reform. The woman continued her 
miserable conduct, and finally left W illiams to 
take up her residence iu a house of ill-fame. 
One night Williams went to this house to inter­ 
view his wile, aud to induce her to leave her 
life of shame and return to his home, and upon 
entering found her in a compromising situation 
with a visitor. This proved too much for him, 
and in lhe beat oi passion he shot her. 
The Governor is in leceipt ol numerous letters 
from Williams' former employers, and many of 
the most prominent business men of San Fran­ 
cisco. all ot which commend in the highest 
term s the previous conduct of the^risoner and 
his strict attention to business. The officers of 
the prison certify to lhe exceptionally good con 
duct of the petitioner, and state that during tbe 
tim e Lc has bt en in contir cmeut he has filled a 
position of trust aud importance with strict 
fidelity and to their entire satisfaction. His 
pardon is recommended by the following pro­ 
fessional and business-tnen of San Francisco : 
John D. Siebe, Geo. I’. Morrow, Louíb Slots, 
John Wieland Brewing Co., H. C Pa'rldge. T. K. 
Champion, W. Harris A Co , David r . Levy, 
Robt.

WHY 
CERTAIN DERELICT OFFI­ 


CIALS ARE NOT INDICTED.

Yesterday at 1:35 l\ M. the Grand Jury sub­ 
m itted the following partial report to Judge 
Armstrong: 
Sacramknto, February 14,18S9. 
To the Honorable the Superior Oourt of the County 
of Sacramento, State of California: We, the Grand 
Jury, beg leave to submit the following as a par­ 
tial report ot their transactions since the time of 
their organization on the 10th day of December, 
1888, to date. 
We have been in session from time to time, 
and have, we believe, laithfuliy attended to ail 
the business brought before it. 
There have been presented for our considera­ 
tion six cases of criminal character. One for 
burglary, one for grand larceny, one for nui­ 
sance, one for extortion and one for misde­ 
meanor. 
We have iound three true bills, as follows: 
One for burglary, one for grand larceny and one 
for robbery. 
We have ignored three cases, as follows: One 
for extortion, one for nuisance and one for mis­ 
demeanor. 
It is but right to state that the cases ignored 
a i t | * 
were so treated for want of jurisdiction by the 
Grand Jury. 
The Grand Jury has speDt a great deal of 
time in the examination of the gambling ques­ 
tion. This time has been lost because of the 
advice given to the Grand Jury by the District 
Attorney, Mr. Elwood Bruner, to the effect that 
the Grand Jury had jurisdiction, and that they 
could indict the officers charged with the exe­ 
cution of the laws pertaining to gaining, pro­ 
vided the testimony would show a violation of 
such laws and a willful negligence on the part 
ofthc officers to enforce the law. 
We have found that the laws have been vio­ 
lated. That the ueace officers have w illfullt 
neglected 
to enforce the laws, but at the 
"eleventh hour” we are advised that such will­ 
ful negligence on lhe part of lhe otueers is only 
a misdemeanor, and not triable before the Su­ 
perior Court, and consequently uot within the 
jurisdiction of the Grana Jury. 
In justice to 
the Assistant District Attorney, Mr. Brown, we 
would say that he was not a iváre of the findings 
ot due jury until he was asked to make out the 
oictments, when he iuformed the jury that

we had uo jurisdiction, and quoted tbe follow 
lug sections of the law in justification of his 
position : Section 115, Code of Civ 1 Proced­ 
ure, aud Section l'J of the Penal Code, uud 
the case of ex parte Wallingford, 6uth Califor­ 
nia, page 108. ami Gaft'ord vs. Bush, 60th Cali­ 
fornia, page 119, and the constitutional provis­ 
ions cited in said eases and others not necessary 
to mention. 
We are using considerable prolixity in ex­ 
plaining this matter, because we believe that 
the people expect that this Grand Jury meant 
to stop, if possible, a repetition of the scenes en­ 
acted in this city during the time the last Slate 
Fair was held, and we wilt say that we are still 
willing to coj.e with the question should we 
find any law to sustain us. The cases of extor­ 
tion and nuisance come under the same pro­ 
vision. 
At the request of the Grand Jury his Honor, 
Judge J. W. Armstrong Judge of the .Superior 
Court, called us into Court, gave ue in concise 
terms the law governing the official conduct ol 
the Board ot Supervisors aud of other county of­ 
ficials 
Fortified wiih those instructions we 
continued an examination of the claims made 
against the county and ordered paid by the 
Board of Supervisors, aud we regret to repeat 
that the time and m ental labor spent by the 
State Legislature in formulating and enacting 
‘ * V ----------- ” * ---------- 
• 
what is known as the Comity Government Act, 
and other siatutes lor the governing of counties, 
has been absolutely lost, so lar as our past Board 
of Supervisors a-e concerned. 
Judging from our partial examination we can­ 
not readily imagine greater contempt for statu­ 
tory law than has been exhibited in the pay­ 
ment of claims, and if this same looseness con­ 
tinues in the same ratio to the end of the chap­ 
ter, we beg to report that onr labors will con­ 
tinue to the end of the term allowed by law to 
the term of a Grand Jury. We are not prepared 
to say that a po1 ti u of the money allowed was 
not honestly earned, because tbe testimony 
would uot justify it; but we are ot tbe opiuion 
that the following claims have been illegally 
paid, aud would recommend that the District 
Attorney make immediate demand for the re­ 
covery of the several amounts, and, if neces­ 
sary, to commence a suit at law for the recovery 
of the same : and we would further reebmmend 
that the District Attorney lose uo time iu using 
all lawful means to replace said amounts into 
the County Treasury.

The country surrounding the city of 
Santa liosa is pieiurectjue iu the extrem e. 
Tbe bills, some with abrupt, and others 
w ith gradual slope, rising to a height of 500 
or 600 feet, are covered with tim ber growth, 
and lying between nre beautiful, cultivated 
valleys, drained by spring-fed stream s of 
clear, sparkling water. The San Francisco 
and N orth Pacific Railroad winds along the 
foot-hills which border the eastern side of 
the Santa Kcsa valley, which is nearly 
twenty m les long and, at the city of Santa 
Rosa, about ten miles in w idth. This is 
the principal valley in this section, and is 
drained by the Santa Rosa and Laguna 
creeks. 
B urnett valley, to the southeast, 
and Rincon valley, northeast, either within 
a few m inutes' drive of the city, are fine 
areas of fertile land, the former drained by 
M atanzas and the latter by Rincon creek. 
Santa Rosa creek, running west through tbe 
city, and the Laguna, fiowing north, some 
five miles west, are the two principal 
streams, and whose waters reach the ocean 
by the way of Mark W est creek and R us­ 
sian river. 
There are two classes of land—foothill 
and valley. 
The former is the peculiar 
California red land, clothed in its natural 
state w ith chemise, chaparral and forest 
trees. 
Toe soil of tbe latter kind is either 
adobe, alluvial or sandy loam. It is unex­ 
celled in fertility, and held at such prices 
as to recommend it only to those who feel 
that they can afford to puichasc cream 
from the top of the pan, rather than the 
m ilk. Several causes tend to account for 
the ruling figures, chief among which may 
be enum erated natural scenic beauty, near­ 
ness to and railroad facilities with San 
Francisco anti Sact amento, healthfulness, 
and exceptionally enjoyable sum m er «rid 
winter climate, the high order of sociai and 
educational advantages m aintained, and 
the general productiveness of the soil. 
Land w ithiu a couple of miles of the city 
ranges iu price from $200 to nearly $2.000 
per acre; from two to five miles out at from 
$75 to $500 per acre, and from five to ten 
miles distant at from $10 to $300 per acre. 
The cheapest lands being the distant foot­ 
hills in their natural stale, and which cost 
in the neighborhood of $60 per acre to sub­ 
jugate. 
Alm ost any of this soil can be 
made to yield a liberal income on an in­ 
vestment of $500 per acre, but only by a 
liberal expenditure of capital, patience and 
intelligently directed cultivation. The best 
orchards of French prunes and Bartlett 
pears do, when in full bearing, yield an 
annual average of $200 an acre and even 
more, but it takes at least seven or eight 
years to bring this about, and not ever land­ 
owner is a skilled orchardist. 
A person 
of wealth and leisure who can wait iu 
luxury for the returns, can, if the taste 
runs in such a direction, watch the devel- 
opem ent oi a fruit farm with an im mense 
am ount of satisfaction, and in tim e point 
w ith pride to the beauty and profitableness 
of the result. 
It is essentially a fruit section, and yet 
not over 15 per cent, of the land is devoted 
to that purpose. The hills pasture m uch 
dairy stock, and the valley lands are m ainly 
utilized for wheat, barley, hay, vegetables, 
and hops. 
Excepting in case of the last 
mentioned, which on the alluvial lands 
along the creeks yield au average of L,800 
pounds to the acre, that m arket at good 
prices, the land is not used for the pur­ 
poses for which it is best adapted, and, as 
cultivated the net yield will more often be 
less than $10 per acre than over that am ount. 
Owners of these lands complain that values 
are too high, and th at the land is not 
worth prevailing prices, bnt it is only evi­ 
dence that they are non-progre?8ive. and 
not alive to the opportunities at their com­ 
m and. 
All deciduous fruits thrive to per­ 
fection, but the French prune, B artlett pear, 
and the vine lor light, dry table wines are 
classed as specialties and challenge com­ 
parison either in quantity or quality of 
yield with any section of the world. 
Of course not all fruits thrive equally 
well on ail these varieties of soils. Experi­ 
m ents have taught that the black adobe, a 
cold but very strong soil, to the south and 
southwest, w hile not adapted to grape cul­ 
ture, can show as fine prune and pear or­ 
chards as can be grown ; the rocky hilltops 
east of town — lands that a few vears 
since would have been classed as wholly 
worthless—are covered with olive orchards 
six and eight yeare old and bearing, and 
which it does not seem possible could be 
excelled, and tbe sloping hillsides, with 
their perfect drainage, stand at the head 
with grapes for claret. Riesling, port and 
sherry wines. The production of the grape 
fi ' T these wines is the chief industry in the 
fruit line, and although not profitable to 
satisfaction the past season, there is that 
expression of faith in the ultim ate success 
of this specialty that m anifes's itself in 
the enlarging of old vineyards and the 
planting of new ones. 
Vines come into bearing at three and 
four years, but are not considered as m a­ 
ture until the seventh or eighth year, at 
which age the vineyards average from three 
and cne-half to four tons to tbe acre. 
A 
ton of grapes presses out from 140 to 200 
gallons of wine. The wine-cellars of Santa 
Rosa are numbered among the most fa­ 
mous of the new world, and their m anu­ 
facture for lhe season of 1888 from grapes 
r;i»ed in th e im m ediate vicinity amounted 
1 1 r ver 0C41000 gaiions. 
I be tendency of the present tim e is fo- 
W8rds the subdivision of the larges: hold­ 
ings. 
The tim e has come when men can­ 
not afiord to pasture cattle and raise hay, 
wheat and barley on lands so valuable. 
Tracts ranging in size from one acre to 
forty are fairly plentiful in the m arket, the 
sm aller irac’s of one and two acres lying 
acjacei.t to the city and intended for sub­ 
urban villas 
It is not expected that less 
than eighteen or twenty acres would be de­ 
sirable to one who sought for a profitable 
investm ent for a home and upon which to 
make a living for bis family. To a person 
in search of such a home, with capital suf­ 
ficient to choose a location capable of satis­ 
fying the capr ces of the mo3t fastidióos, 
the vicinity of Santa Rosa is a fitlJ worthy 
of their personal investigation.
